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Informal GCS Meeting Okays 
Joint DC Expansion Project 


About sixty members of Greenbelt Consumer Services, last 
night informally endorsed the board’s recommendation for an ex- 


pansion project. 


The reaction to the presentation by board mem- 


bers Frank Lewis and Morris Solomon, together with a short ex- 
planation by general manager Sam Ashelman, was enthusiastic. 
Following the hour long presentation the meeting was thrown open 


for discussion. 


The new expansion envisages a 
joint venture in northwest Wash- 
ington by GCS and the Rochdale 
Co-ops, Each co-op would invest 
$15,000 in setting up a new corpora- 
tion, A management contract 
would be executed. between GCS 
and the new corporation, with re- 
sultant savings in administrative 
expenses, Many members present 
expressed approval of the. plan, 
and were convinced of the benefits 
to be‘derived from this type of co- 
operative expansion. They agreed 
in principle to the entire plan, and, 
in an informal vote, unanimously 
endorsed the board’s proposal. 


Objections raised were concerned 
with operating procedures rather 
than with the expansion idea per 
se. Some members, concerned with 
immediate advantages to Green- 
belt, queried the board closely on 
thinking with regard to direct serv- 
ices in Greenbelt, and-it was dis- 
closed that GCS is reopening ne- 
gotiations with PHA on the possi- 
ble purchase of the land under.the

New HousingGroup 
To Develop Land 


The poard ot mrectoy’ of the 
Greenbelt Veteran Gacking Cor- 
poration will hold a special meet- 
ing next Monday night, February 9, 
to discuss recent developments 
with regard to the vacant land. 


According to Bruce Bowman, 
board secretary, a new subsidiary 
corporation will be formed to han- 
dle the development of the 8060 
acres, This organization, with the 
tentative title of Greenbelt De- 
velopment Corporation (GDC), will 
consist at the outset of five GVHC 
board members: Salzman, Ritchie, 
Bowman, Webster and Burgoon. 
Membersnip will be open to any 
resident wishing to participate in 
the development plans, and a pro- 
gram is being laid out to make va- 
cant land available for sale in lot 


sizes. 


GVHC To Pay City 
Taxes Each Month 


Approval of a plan for Greenbelt 
Veteran. Housing Corporation to 
make twelve monthly tax payments 
to the city was granted by the city 
council at its meeting last Monday 
night. According to the city char- 
ter, tax payments are due in Sep- 
tember. GVHC would have been 
required to collect money in ad- 
vance for October, November and 
December taxes, if the twelve- 
month plan was not approved. 
Also, the city would need to bor- 
row money to operate the city un- 
til the September tax payment was 
made. This would involve addi- 
tional charges for interest. 


Public Housing Administration 
made monthly payments when it 
made “payments in ‘lieu of taxes” 
as owners of homes in Greenbelt, 
Its contract with GVHC also re- 
quires that GVHC make tax pay- 
ment before September, in accord- 
ance with the charter, but GVHC 
attorneys and PHA representatives 
are now negotiating to permit 
monthly tax payments.

Greenbelt’s 306 brick apartments, 
located on Crescent Road and on 
Parkway, are for sale by the Pub- 
lic Housing Administration. 

The 12 apartment buildings were 
offered for sealed . competitive 
bids in an advertisement appear- 
ing in the Sunday real estate sec- 
tion of a Washington paper. Bids 
are to be opened on March 19, 

Terms of the sale call for 20 
percent cash, 80 percent purchase 
money mortgage payable in 25 
years with interest at 414%. In- 
terest and amortization are to be 
paid quarterly on the level pay- 
ment plan.

Members agreed to fight the rent 
increase through the courts and de- 
cided to raise $1000 for lawyer fees, 
The money will be solicited in a 
door-to-door campaign, Arrange- 
ments have been made with the lo- 
cal bank for tenants to deposit 
contributions in the GTA fund.

Water, Water All Around 
And Not A Drop for Free 


Maryland had one of its wettest 
years in recent times in 1952 and 
at the same time narrowly missed 
drought conditions, according to a 
review of U. S. Weather Bureau 
data by the state's Committee for 
Conservation Now. 

Rainfall in many sections of the 
state was 10 or more inches above 
normal for the year, and there were 
more than usual number of “gully 
washer’ rains. Despite the above 
normal precipitation, however, a 
severe dry spell occurred during 
the period of July 11 to August 2 
and another from late September 
to the ‘end of October. © 

Unofficial tabulations made by 
the Committee of precipitation at 
23 out of 98 stations, showed an 
average of 51.28 inches last year, 
compared with normal annual pre- 
cipitation for the state of 41.92 
inches. Exceptionally heavy rains 
of more than three and four inches 
in a 24-hour period were recorded 
in April, July, August and Septem- 
ber.

Mayor Frank Lastner disclosed 
that the use of water in Greenbelt 
far exceeds consumption in other 


communities in the area. Accord- 
ingly, the rate appears high, Only 
diligent conservation of water can 
bring the cost down, the mayor 
declared. Water will'be distribut- 
ed on a flat rate basis, according to 
the size of the dwelling served, En- 
forcement of conservation of water 
may ibe instituted by ordinance if 
test-metering and mid-year water 
volume shows excessive use. . 


Neo WSSC Rate Yet 


If conservation methods are ade- 
quate, the savings will be reflected 
in a lower rate the following year, 
it was stated. Overall revenue or 
a year’s supply of water will 
amount to $60,000, the tentative 
schedule’ revealed. Although the 
Washington Sanitary Commission 
has not established the rate to be 
paid by the city for water at whole- 
sale, it is not expected to exceed 27 
cents a thousand gallons. The coun- 
cil and manager are negotiating for 
a reduced rate based on the city’s 
operation of its own sewage dis- 
posal plant. (The Sanitary Com- 
mission includes in its rate the cost 
of sewage disposal.) 


Lastner stated that his investiga- 
tion of water charges by Public_ 
Housing Administration disclosed 
that it barely covered the cost ot 
water, “Citizens can save money by 
operating the water utility them- 
selves,” Lastner asserted. “Our 
consumption is way over the other 
communities’—we need conserva- 
tion and it will reflect in our water 
bill.” Water for commercial use will 
be metered. 


PEPCO May Grant 
Urban Power Rate 


The urban rate for electricity is 
almost assured Greenbelt residents, 
it was announced at last Monday’s 
city council meeting. Mayor 
Frank Lastner reported on meet- 
ings with officials of the Potomac 
Blectric and Power Company and 
stated that Pepco is willing to 
grant the cheaper rate if certain 
arrangements are completed. One 
of the arrangements is acceptance 
of a plan to provide more ade- 
quate lighting for the city; the 
other, elimination of a franchise 
fee. (No other communities serv- 
ed by Pepco charge a franchise fee, 
it was revealed.) 


The lighting features will pro- 
vide new and more efficient light 
fixtures on roads now lighted, 24 
taller pedestrian lights scattered 
strategically throughout the com- 
munity (instead of the 48 low, in- 
efficient lights now existing, of 
which only 5 are functioning), and 
30 street lights along Crescent road 
from the city to the lake, McDon- 
ald explained. 


The cost to the city for replace- 
ment, repair and service for these 
lights will be $7000 a year. Exist- 
ing lights, if kept, would cost.about 
$5000. Already included in this 
year’s budget for lighting is $8300. 
Although the franchise will pro- 
vide the city with no revenue, 
there is a personal property tax 
which will give the city some in- 
come from Pepco’s fixtures and 
property in the city: ?

True Blue Flu Flew 
Through City Too 


Greenbelt has not escaped the 
influenza epidemic current in the 
Washington area, according to Dr, 
Max Bloomberg, city public health 
officer. He advises parents to keep 
children at home for forty-eight 
hours after their temperature has 
returned to norrnal. The reason is 
only partly to keep the “flu” from 
spreading, but also to be sure the 
weakened child does not contract 
a more serious illness, he said. 

A telephone survey by the Co- 
operator of the city office, Green- 
belt Consumer Services and Green- 
belt Veteran Housing Corporation 
revealed that sickness among their 
employees had not been much high- 
er than normal for this time of 
year, 


Not Alarming 

The office of the Center school 
reported an average absence of 
one-fifth of the children; but Prin- 
cipal Hannah Long was quoted as 
saying that this was not alarming 
for January. Mrs. Thelma Smith, 
principal at the North End school, 
told the Cooperator that the school 
had good (88%) attendance, but 
that several classes in turn have 
been hard hit, 

Pharmacist Si Pearson says busi- 
ness has been “too good,” and esti- 
mates about 20% of the population 
have or have recently had the “flu” 
or something like it, Pearson add- 
ed that more children are victims 
now than adults.

Family Graveyards 


Discovered Here 


An old, forgotten cemetery lo- 
cated behind the maintenance 
building was discovered about a 
year ago by maintenance super- 
visor David J. Kane, it was learn- 
ed this week from Paul M. Camp- 
bell, general manager of Green- 
belt Veteran Housing Corporation. 

The discovery was not made pub- 
lic earlier, as theré was some doubt 
as to whether it was located on 
government (now GVHC) property 
or not.

The name of Hamilton appears 
on the headstones, and small stones 
may mark the burial places of 
slaves, Kane said, The date on the 
grave of “Andrew Hamilton,” is 
1823 and his son and granddaugh- 
ter are buried there also. Kane has 
begun some research into the fam- 
ily history and the Cooperator will 
bring its readers all available in- 
formation on this “first family of 
Greenbelt.”

Health For All 


Your Child and Nephrosis 


Most of us don’t think of kidney 
disease as a childhood illness. Yet 
it does attack children, most often 
between the ages of two and four. 
It is not, of course, one of the more 
common children’s diseases, but it 
is always serious and sometimes 
fatal, 


Nephrosis is the general name 
for the kinds of kidney disease 
found among children. If discov- 
ered early, it can -be successfully 
treated. 

Jts early symptoms, however, are 
not always easy to recognize and 
its exact cause is not fully under- 
stood, Nephrosis results usually 
when for some reason the child’s 
body is not able to absorb protein 
and fat in the normal way. It is 
known that, if a child has ne- 
phrosis, tests show a lack of pro- 
tein in the blood and an abnormal 
amount of protein in thé urine. If 
this condition is not treated 
promptly, malnutrition and anemia 
may follow. I unchecked, the dis- 
ease results in edema, or swelling, 
in certain parts of the body, caused 
by failure of the kidneys to dispose 
of accumulated liquids properly. 
In severe cases, blood pressure 
goes up and the heart is affected. 
In these cases, the disease can be 
fatal. 

By lowering the patient’s resist- 
ance, nephrosis also leaves him 
open to attack by other diseases, 
such as pneumonia or influenza, 

Early treatment can check ne- 
phrosis, usually with the assistance 
of modern drugs, and sometimes 
surgery, The disease may last 
from six months to two years, or 
longer. 

ts earliest symptoms may be 
nothing more than loss of appetite, 
irritability, and lassitude. If these 
signs, not serious in themselves, 
continue for several days, the best 
course is to ask your doctor to 
make a thorough examination of 
your child, including blood and 
urine tests. : 

Other symptoms of early ne- 
phrosis include irregularity in 
your child’s urinary habits, blood 
in the urine, puffy eyelids, swollen 
abdomen, feet or ankles. If you 
spot any of these symptoms, do 
not hesitate in-calling the doctor. 
Then follow the doctor’s instruc- 
tions,

County To Hold 
BB Gun Hearing 


The Prevention of Blindness So- 
ciety has asked the Commissioners 
in Prince Georges County to con- 
sider measures to prevent eye in- 
juries from BB guns and other 
dangerous toys. A public hearing 
will be held on Friday, February 
6th, at 11 am, in the Hyattsville 
County Service Building. The So- 
ciety, which is a Red Feather Agen- 
cy, reports 33 serious eye injuries 
from BB guns in the Washington 
Metropolitan Area from March 
1951 to March 1952, There were 
four such accidents since Christ- 
mas this year, one of which oc- 
curred in Michigan Park Hills, 
Prince Georges County. 

Many civic organizations will 
send representatives to the hearing 
on the 6th including The Prince 
Georges Medical Society, Lions 
Clubs, Health Department, Board 
of Education, Council of PTAs, 
Adelphi Citizen’s Association, Ro- 
tary, Kiwanis and the Safety Com- 
mittee of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women, All in- 
terested citizens are invited to at- 
tend. 

Last summer the Preventon of 
Blindness Society waged a suc- 
cessful campaign to amend the 
DC Police Regulations regarding 
BB guns. Since August 15 District 
children cannot buy BB guns or BB 
“shot” and no one in the District 
can carry a BB gun outdoors un- 
less it is unloaded and securely 
wrapped, It is illegal to shoot a 
BB gun anywhere in the District 
except on a supervised range ap- 
proved by the Police. 

Montgomery County, Arlington, | 
and Alexandria, also have regula- 
tions to control BB guns but Fair- 
fax and Prince Georges Counties 
do not have these protective regu- 
lations. Greenbelt, in Prince 
Georges County, does have an or- 
dinance controlling the use of BB 
guns.
